During August oi 1988 , C. W. ("Scooter) Yeargin informed us that an employee 
of his p H^B^ SB^ffi had informed him of improper actions on the part of 
Richard Boiog. Mr. Ohmstede referred the message to me. 

Cliff Hazel, Senior District Executive, was called in to help with the inquiry, 
since Mr. Boiog was registered in the Arrowhead District with Post 453, Troop 
453 and Pack 453 as Scouting Coordinator (Mission Bend UMC). He also holds 
registration a^^Uni^Commissioner in Arrowhead District. Mr. Hazel made 
contact r^^^j^ay^l upon her return from vacation. Attached is his 
interview wit JT ■ ^BCBa^ 

John Maxwell interviewed ^^ ^ during my absence (a copy 

is attached). Mr. Maxwel^alle^c!po^^report the incident. He talked 
to Richard Levier. Mr. Levier reported that case was not in his jurisdiction 
and would forward information to Ft. Bend County Sheriffs Department. 
I have contacted but not reached Detective Teague of that department for 
direction, since the accusations are so stale. 

I have had a meeting with Detective Teague. She informed me that under 
Texas law no charges could be filed against Richard Boiog. After reviewing 
my file, we agreed that it would be best to remove Boiog from Scouting. That 
his actions as reported make him highly suspect.

In May 1988, she went to a dance held by her Explorer Post. Although the Post planned 
to go bowling after the dance, she did not wish to bowl - so she stayed around the dance 
to seemingly help clean up. However, she did not want to be around Mr. Bolog who 
also stayed to clean up, so she sneaked out and went home. I asked why she did not 
want to be around Mr. Bolog, and she said she felt very uncomfortable with him because 
of a dance she and Mr. Bolog danced that night. She felt he got too close and might 
be getting the wrong idea. Anyway, she did not want to stay to clean up nor did she 
go to the bowling party - she said she sneaked out and went home. 



Later on in May 1988 M^S ^ had mentioned to Mr. Bolog she had some misgivings 

about the way the Boy Scout Troop was being run at the church. Mr. Bolog suggested 
they go to a troop meeting - which she did, with her brother and Mr. Bolog. Mr. Bolog 
drove them to the church. Mr. Bolog and^j^^^Ssat in the back of the troop meeting 
for a few minutes, and then Mr. Bolog told her that there was an emergency post 
officers-meeting to be held at a pizza restaurant ^"M f Py y^ which was near the church. 
P^ff^fSSEI questioned Mr. Bolog about why she hadn't received a call from the post 
president or i u " f | about the meeting. He said they had called her but apparently 

she was not at home. 
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So she accepted his reason and went with him to ^ J . When he pulled into the 

parking lot, Mr- Bolog told 1 | the others would be there in 15 minutes. While 

they were waiting in his car in the parking lot, Mr. Bolog turned his car radio up very 
loud — ^gjgwg^^ could hardly hear Mr. Bolog speak. She was sure no one outside the 
car could hear any conversation. She asked why they were waiting and where the others 
were. Mr. Bolog said they would be there soon. Then he said, "You and I should start 
something. " p;: . >' . rrrt§ asked what he was talking about. He said, "Consider me like 
your father, but we wouldn't have to be like father and daughter." She said she already 
had a father and didn't know what he was talking about. — r " r11 was very uneasy 
and asked when the others would arrive. Although - at this point - she realized there 
was no meeting; Mr. Bolog just wanted to be alone with her. 

Mr. Bolog continued by referring to the dance they had danced together - 'Didn't that 
mean anything?' She said, "NO - that didn't mean a thing, and she wanted to leave." 
Mr. Bolog said, "Could I have a hug?" ^^^^^flwas confused and a little afraid, so 
she leaned over so he could hug her. At that point, he tried to kiss her.| 
sternly objected and told him to take her and her brother home right now. 

Mr. Bolog asked, "Are.you going to tell anyone about this?" And fe^^, J said she 

would if she wanted to. Right then she just wanted to go home. Mr. Bolog took her 
home with her brother. After that point, he began to make filthy and inappropriate 
comments about |^^^«|to other post members. 

An example of these kinds of comments was one a male Explorer told her about. It ; 
was on their way home from a Post outing at the beach in Corpus Christi that^Mr, Bolog 
told a youth member: "The reason t^jjhas rings around her eyes is because she squeezes ^ 
her ass so tight when she has sex." 

In the' same..trip,.home.he„, talked to jhe^youth. members •Jn^^'J<^^^L^X^S^^ ' 
sex almost like* it was a fascination of his; 

gf^SSSflsaid she has not been bothered by Mr. Bolog since June 21, when he was told 
to not have any involvement with the youth members of the Post. However, she did 
experience real concern about Mr. Bolog coming over to her house if he gets kicked 
out of Scouting to find out what she had said or had done.

APPLICANT PROCEDURE FOR REQUESTING REVIEW 
OF DECISION DENYING REGISTRATION 



1* If registration is suspended, the applicant may request a review of this decision. 
This request must be in the form of a written request from the individual which 
includes his or her version of the facts supporting the claim that registration should 
not have been suspended. 

2. Upon recepit of the written request for review, the president of the local council 
shall appoint a committee to review the situation. 

3. The appointed committee should review the facts as presented, and, in addition, 
may interview any persons whose testimony might assist the committee in discovering 
the truth and arriving at a correct decision. 

*. A confidential report will be given to the applicant setting forth the decision of 
the committee. 

5. The applicant may - if he or she does not agree with this decision - request a review 
from the regional director by submitting a written request for such a review within 
30 days of the receipt of the local council decision. 

6. If a regional review does not satisfy the applicant, he or she may ask for further 
review by the National Council by submitting a written request for such a review 
within 30 days of the receipt of the regional decision. The decision by the National 
Council is final. 
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
